quake Canada launched a 
Haitian aid-and-rescue 
campaign by air, sea and 
land Thursday, evacuating 
scores of earthquake sur¬ 
vivors and sending in tons 
of supplies and a disaster 
response team to the 
beleaguered country. 

The humanitarian effort 
ramped up amid the 
sobering news that an 
RCMP officer was found 
dead in the rubble of his 
home in Port-au-Prince. 

Sgt. Mark Gallagher is 
the fourth Canadian con¬ 
firmed killed in Tuesday’s 
devastating quake, along 
with an Ontario nurse and 
a couple from Montreal. 

At least four others are 
missing, including anoth¬ 
er Mountie — and more 
casualties are expected. 

In one bit of good news, 
former Liberal MP Serge 
Marcil was found safe and 
was being flown out of the 
country for medical care. 

Officials fear 50,000 peo¬ 
ple may have died in the 
quake and up to three mil¬ 
lion — a third of the popu¬ 
lation — may need emer¬ 
gency aid. Thousands of 
buildings have been 
flattened, including the 
parliament, hospitals, and 
the UN headquarters. 

A Canadian C-130 mili¬ 
tary transport and a huge 
C-17 touched down in 
Port-au-Prince carrjdng a 
helicopter, emergency 
supplies and members of 
the military’s Disaster As¬ 
sistance Response Team.

Theodore Bikelto reprise iconic Fiddler on the Roof role in city

For nearly six decades, 
Theodore Bikel has graced 
the stage and screen, dis¬ 
tinguishing himself as a 
respected character actor. 

Now the 85-year-old will 
be making a five-day stop in 
Edmonton, starring in a 
tour of the beloved musical 
Fiddler on the Roof. 

The story of Tevye, a poor 
Jewish milkman in Tsarist 
Russia at turn of the 20th 
century who must attempt 
to maintain his family and 
religious traditions in the 
face of outside influences 
and discrimination, first 
opened on Broadway in 
1964 and stands as the 14th- 
longest-running show in 
Broadway history. 

“When a piece is good, 
when the quality is high, it 
becomes universal,” Bikel 
said, explaining the show’s 
longevity. “It is so good that 
it becomes universally ac¬ 
cepted, universally loved, 
universally understood.” 

Although Bikel didn’t 
originate the role of Tevye, 
he has played him in nearly 
2,100 performances. Bikel 
has played the milkman 
more times than any other 
actor in the show’s history. 

Bom in Vienna in 1924 to

Jewish parents, his family 
fled to Palestine upon Nazi 
occupation in Austria. As a 
young man, he moved to 
London and studied at the 
famed Royal Academy of 
Dramatic Art, where he was 
introduced to Laurence 
Olivier. Impressed with 


Bikel’s talent, Olivier put 
Bikel in his stage produc¬ 
tion of Tennessee William’s 
A Streetcar Named Desire 
starring Vivien Leigh. Bikel 
would go on to originate 
the role of Captain von 
Trapp in The Sound of Mu¬ 
sic. 

In 1958, Bikel received an 
Academy Award nomina¬ 
tion for his supporting role 
in Stanley Kramer’s The De¬ 
fiant Ones, playing the 
Southern Sheriff hunting 
down Tony Curtis and Syd¬ 


ney Poitier’s criminals on 
the mn. 

Even though Bikel is well 
into his 80s, he has no in¬ 
tentions of retiring. 

“I am among those that 
don’t believe in retirement. 
Retire to what? I know what 
I am capable of doing and 
I’m doing it,” Bikel said. 
“Retire to a wheelchair, or a 
rocking chair? Ridiculous.” 

Fiddler on the Roof plays 
at the Northern Alberta Ju¬ 
bilee Auditorium from Jan. 
19 to Jan. 24.

“Our priority right now, 
as you know, is obviously to 
get relief efforts — search 
and rescue in particular — 
on the ground. That is hap¬ 
pening.” 

A spokesman for Immi¬ 
gration Minister Jason Ken¬ 
ney said Harper asked Ken¬ 
ney “to quickly look at all 
options on the issue of 
visas, family reunification, 
and refugees.” 

Kenney talked Thursday 
with federal and provincial 
officials to narrow down 
the options. 

Foreign Affairs Minister 
Lawrence Cannon said Ot¬ 
tawa is working closely 
with Quebec’s immigration 
minister, Yolande James, to 
make sure both levels of

U.S. President Barack Oba¬ 
ma and the United States 
moved to take charge in 
earthquake-ravaged Haiti 
on Thursday, dispatching 
thousands of troops along 
with tons of aid to try to 
keep order as well as res¬ 
cue the suffering in a 
country dysfunctional in 
the best of times. 

Tested by the first large- 
scale humanitarian disaster 
of his presidency, Obama 
ordered a relief effort of his¬ 
toric proportions despite 
the strains it was sure to put 
on both the stretched 
American budget and mili¬ 
tary forces fighting two 
wars. 

He pledged an initial $100 
million US, with the likeli¬ 


hood of more later. 

Aware of the steep politi¬ 
cal cost George W. Bush 
paid for an ineffective re¬ 
sponse to Hurricane Katri¬ 
na’s destruction of much of 
New Orleans, La., the Oba¬ 
ma White House has 
laboured to show intensive 
engagement by the presi¬ 
dent since immediately af¬ 
ter the 7.0-magnitude 
quake struck the impover¬ 
ished island on Tuesday. 

Details of evening Situa¬ 
tion Room meetings, phone 
calls with world leaders and 
cancelled events were being 
released almost hourly. 

“I will not put up with 
any excuses for us not doing 
the very best in this time of 
tragedy,” Obama pledged, 
making his third public 
comments on the topic in 
two days. The government 
of Haitian President Rene 
Preval was severely dis¬ 


abled, with the president’s 
own residences damaged 
and the parliament build¬ 


ing collapsed along with 
other ministries and depart¬ 
ments.

Israeli man allegedly fathered 37 kids with 17 women 


An Israeli man who kept a 
cult-like harem of women 
and fathered dozens of 
children with them has 
been arrested on 
suspicion of enslavement, 
rape and incest, police 
said Thursday. 

Police say Goel Ratzon 
kept 17 women in a state of 
near-total obedience in at 
least three apartments in 
the Tel Aviv area. 

Spokesman Micky Rosen- 
feld said they bore him 37 
children, some of whom 
were born to his own 
daughters. 

Ratzon, a self-described 
healer about 60 years old 
with flowing white locks 
and a bushy white beard, 
controlled the women’s 
money and sometimes 


abused them if they dared 
to challenge his control, po¬ 
lice alleged. 

Authorities have investi¬ 
gated Ratzon before but did 
not find enough evidence to 
charge him. A recent law 
against human trafficking 
opened the door to pursue 
enslavement charges, 
Rosenfeld said. 

A documentary about 
Ratzon that aired on Israel’s 
Channel 10 last year said he 
kept 32 women and 89 chil¬ 
dren in his apartments. The 
TV documentary showed 
women with tattoos of his 
name and face on their bod¬ 
ies, in almost angelic por¬ 
trayals. Many of the chil¬ 
dren’s names included his 
own first name. He was 
quoted as saying the 


women lived with him un¬ 
der their own free will, and 
it showed pictures of them 
combing his hair and feed¬ 
ing him. Some of the 
women told the station that 
he had rescued them from 
difficult circumstances. 

The children have been 
turned over to welfare au¬ 
thorities, and some of the 
women have been released, 
police said. 

As many as 10 women 
were living in one three- 
bedroom apartment with 
16 children, Rosenfeld said. 

All the apartments were 
filthy and rundown, and 
the women and children’s 
movements were moni¬ 
tored by Ratzon from a sep¬ 
arate apartment he kept,

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Mayor’s powers can ring hollow 


have it on good authori¬ 
ty from my brother, the 
mayor of Woodstock, 
Ont., that doing his job 
is no walk in the park. I 
have no reason to doubt 
that. 


However, if being the 
mayor of a city with less 
than 40,000 people isn’t 
easy, what’s it like to be 
mayor of a city the size of 
Edmonton? 

I think it’s quite frustrat¬ 
ing. Listen to our mayor’s 
voice the next time you hear 
him describing yet another 
instance of the inability of 
city councillors to make a 
quick decision, the right de¬ 
cision, or any decision. 

Some of the reason for 
that frustration accrues 
from the weak mayoral sys¬ 


tem that is used in most 
parts of Canada. Under this 
system, the mayor usually 
sits as a member of the mu¬ 
nicipal council. In such sys¬ 
tems, the mayor has one 
vote in common with all 
other members of council 
and no executive powers. 
That means the mayor can¬ 
not hire and fire, and there 
are very few important deci¬ 
sions the mayor can make 
without a majority of votes 
of council. 

The mayor as first among 
equals has a nice sound to 


it, but in reality it rings hol¬ 
low. No matter how smart, 
capable, driven or visionaiy 
the mayor is, he or she 
must rely on the votes of 
others to get anything done. 
This is problematic when 
councillors get stuck on 
what they think is good for 
their wards and cannot, or 
will not, see the needs of 
the city as a whole. 

If we had party politics at 
the municipal level as they 
do in Vancouver, perhaps 
things would be different. 
We could elect a slate of 


candidates with a particular 
platform and then they 
would be obligated to work 
with each other to turn the 
platform into a reality. 

If the mayor had execu¬ 
tive powers, he could fire 
people who are clearly in¬ 
competent. First on my list 
would be capital construc¬ 
tion general manager Mike 
Koziol, who didn’t think it 
was important to tell coun¬ 
cil about a $5.8-million hike 
in consultant’s fees for over¬ 
hauling the Quesnell Bridge 
because a cost overrun had 


already been factored in. 

Factored in? Our recent 
tax increase amounts to 
about $70 per household. 
Maybe Koziol and his boys 
weren’t too worried that a 
$5.8-million jump in cost 
would wipe out increased 
revenue from 82,000 aver¬ 
age households. 

Little wonder you can 
hear frustration in the may¬ 
or’s voice.

Global positioning systems put to the test

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This past Christmas, one of 
the hottest gadgets going 
was the global positioning 
system (GPS). It’s a handy 
device. But it turns out 
those great gadgets aren’t 
always safe. At Marketplace, 
we’ve learned that pro¬ 
gramming a GPS on the 
road can be dangerous. 

With the help of Durham 
Regional Police, we blocked 
off a stretch of road near 
Toronto and asked drivers 


to find directions on their 
portable navigators. Trans¬ 
portation engineer Paul 
Green, from the University 
of Michigan’s Transporta¬ 
tion Research Institute, con¬ 
ducted the test while we 
recorded every move. 

Green says drivers should¬ 
n’t look away from the road 
for more than two seconds 
at a time. “Every time you 
look away, that’s another 
time period that you’ve lost 
a sense of what’s happening 
while driving.” But in our 
test, drivers trying to pro¬ 
gram the GPS took their 
eyes off the road for much 
longer — one looks away for 
seven seconds! 

So just how many people 
actually program while 
they drive? Marketplace 


commissioned the first poll 
of its kind in Canada and 
discovered that almost half 
of all drivers surveyed (47 
per cent) program their GPS 
while driving. 

That’s not allowed in On¬ 
tario or B.C. anymore, but 
police say drivers are still 
doing it. York Regional Po¬ 
lice Sgt. Edmond Villamere 
says a lot of drivers just 
don’t think programming a 
GPS is as dangerous as tex¬ 
ting. “You’re still pressing 
buttons with your hands,” 
he says. “Your hands aren’t 
on the wheel and your at¬ 
tention isn’t on the road.” 

Green says manufactur¬ 
ers should design portable 
GPS devices so they can’t be 
programmed while a car is 
in motion — just like most 


GPS’s built right into a vehi¬ 
cle. 

But that doesn’t fly with 
Steve Koenig with the Con¬ 
sumer Electronics Associa¬ 
tion in Arlington, Va. He 
says drivers should take re¬ 
sponsibility behind the 
wheel. “If a consumer is op¬ 
erating a vehicle ... unsafe¬ 
ly,” says Koenig, “their ex¬ 
cuses are their own.” 

Tell that to the family of 
Shannon Bentley. The Sault 
Ste. Marie, Ont., woman 
was killed by a driver dis¬ 
tracted by his GPS. They tell 
their exclusive stoiy on 
Marketplace tonight.

court date and an apparent 
plea deal is in place, sig¬ 
nalling a possible quick res¬ 
olution to at least one side 
of a guns-in-the-loclcer-room 
confrontation that stained 
the NBA and jeopardized 
the career of the three-time 
all-star.

doping IOC president 
Jacques Rogge is confident 
that out-of-competition 
testing and work with 
Canadian authorities will 
stamp out drug cheats at 
the Vancouver Games. 

Rogge said Thursday that 
the lessons of the last two 
Winter Olympics proved 
the effectiveness of 
surprise doping controls 
and police action when 
needed. 

The same strategy will be 
used next month in 
Vancouver, where 2,000 
doping tests will be 
conducted at the Feb. 12-28 
Olympics. 

“We have a zero- 
tolerance policy for 
doping,” Rogge said at the 
International Olympic 
Committee’s headquarters. 
“We are going to continue 
our policy of 

unannounced, out-of-com¬ 
petition testing. This is a 
weapon to trace the cheats. 
We’re also going to store 
the samples for eight years, 
like we did in Beijing.” 

Months after the 2008 
Beijing Olympics, a new 
test for the endurance 
booster CERA led to 
retroactive tests that 
caught five athletes. 

Rogge praised the efforts 
in Salt Lake City in 2002, 
when unannounced 
controls allowed officials to 
expel three dopers, and in 
Turin in 2006, when close 
work with Italian authori¬ 
ties led to a police raid that 
uncovered blood doping 
among Austrian cross¬ 
country skiers and 
biathletes. the associated press 


Olympic dreams on the line 

'Do or die' performances will decide which skaters head to Vancouver

-hey are only the na¬ 
tional champi¬ 
onships, but the 
Canadian Olympic 
figure skating trials 
in London, Ont., could be a 
barnburner. 

It’s more than just hyper¬ 
bole to suggest this gather¬ 
ing promises “sudden 
death” for some Olympic 
dreams. 

There is, in fact, “no to¬ 
morrow” and two spots on 
the Canadian roster will de¬ 
pend on “do or die” per¬ 
formances in each of four 
disciplines — pairs, dance, 
ladies and men’s singles. 

In the men’s competition 
there are at least six skaters 
with a chance. They come 
from the far reaches of the 
country and five are chasing 
Toronto’s Patrick Chan, the 
world championship silver 
medallist, who has been less 


than stellar in this crucial 
season. 

It means Joey Rus¬ 
sell of Labrador City, 

N.L., Shawn Sawyer of 
Edmundston, N.B.. 
Vaughn Chipeur of Lloy- 
dminster, Sasic., as well as 
Kevin Reynolds and Jeremy 
Ten, both of British Colum¬ 
bia, are in the hunt for a 
supporting role at Pacific 
Coliseum come February. 

“With our nationals a few 
weeks out of the Olympic 
Games we will have those 
skaters who are at their best 
representing us in Vancou¬ 
ver,” says Michael Slipchulc. 
As Skate Canada’s high per¬ 
formance director, Slipchulc 
will have a heavy hand in 
making the final cuts. 

He’s well qualified for his 
job. 

At the 1992 Canadian 
championships in Moncton, 
N.B., Slipchulc won a sur¬ 
prise title over Elvis Stojlco 
and earned a ticket to his 
first and only Olympics in 
Albertville, France, where 
he placed ninth. That per¬ 
formance cemented the in¬ 
ternational notion that 
Canada had tremendous

depth in men’s skating as 
the injured Kurt Browning, 
Stojlco and Slipchulc all fin¬ 
ished in the top 10. 

Slipchulc believes a sys¬ 
tem of trial by fire is the on¬ 
ly way to ensure success at 
the Games. 


“They will have shown 
the ability to do it when it 
counts,” he said. “And that’s 
exactly what they’ll have to 
do to reach the Olympic 
podium. 

“It’s very humbling as one 
missed element can have 
you on the outside looking 
in. You have no margin of 
error in our sport if you 
want to be the best.” 

So that’s what to expect 
in London, and for my mon¬ 


ey there’s no more dramatic 
scenario in all of sport. 

At the end of the day, in 
order to live their dreams, 
all of these skaters will have 
to nail a single, required ele¬ 
ment. 

They must stand and de¬ 
liver.

Virtue, Moir alter 'goose' lift to avoid running afoul of judges 


ice dancing Canada’s top 
ice dancers weren’t taking 
any chances — so they 
brought the goose back 
down to earth a bit.

Moir, the leaders after 
Thursday’s compulsory 
dance at the Canadian fig¬ 
ure skating champi¬ 
onships, will unveil an al¬ 


tered version of their 
breathtaking lift they nick¬ 
named the “goose” this 
week after learning the ele¬ 
ment they’ve been per¬ 
forming all season long 
might be viewed as illegal. 

“If you can tell us what is 
illegal about it, we would 
love to know,” Moir said. 

The innovative lift that is 


unique to the Canadian 
duo has the 20-year-old 
Virtue poised on one leg on 
the back of a crouched 
Moir, her arms out¬ 
stretched. The goose always 
elicits gasps from fans at 
events with its distinctive¬ 
ness and sheer difficulty. 

“We love that move and 
got some good feedback on 


it, but we just kind of had 
to roll with the punches 
and it’s just not worth the 
risk in case we get to the 
Olympics and (officials) de¬ 
cide to count that as ille¬ 
gal,” said Virtue. 

The grey area was the dis¬ 
mount. Virtue used to leap 
to the ice in what some 
judges viewed as a jump — 


a no-no in ice dancing. 
Now, she spills into Moir’s 
arms. 

“It’s a little bit tough 
when Tessa and I work so 
hard to come up with lifts 
and kind of be original and 
it seems every time we do 
something cool, they 
clamp down on it,” Moir

review With Hollywood 
currently saturating cine¬ 
mas with post-apocalyptic 
drama, The Book of Eli’s 
own tagline may be better 
suited to a wishful maxim 
for its investors: Believe in 
Hope. 

After all, the movie’s fa¬ 
miliar theme may numb 
viewers who’ve seen 
enough Armageddon from 
recent films like The Road, 
2012 and 9 (not to be con¬ 
fused with Nine). 

But there’s still much to 
like about the long-awaited 
return of the Hughes 
Brothers. 

In hiding since 2001’s 
From Hell, the filmmaking 
siblings rebound in style 
by bringing Hell to Earth 
— quite literally. 


America has been 
churned to rubble follow¬ 
ing a devastating war. Des¬ 
tined to “stay on the path,” 
a drifter named Eli (Denzel 
Washington) protects a sa¬ 
cred Bible from thieves 
and killers as he wanders 
westward following his 
destiny. 

In the classic mould of a 
western icon, Eli possesses 
fighting skills that would 
rival any Clint Eastwood 
character, especially when 
he meets his rival — a 
Mussolini-admiring war¬ 
lord (Gaiy Oldman) who al¬ 
so desires that one remain¬ 
ing book. 

It’s a tricky role, playing 


a sanctified sinner, so 
luckily Washington gives 
it life even while sur¬ 
rounded by supporting 
parts that seem fashion¬ 
ably cookie-cutter. 

Still, the film is stronger 
when it plays the thinking 
man’s action flick rather 
than playing to pious over¬ 
tones of spirituality. 

With enough slick cho¬ 
reography, desaturated cin¬ 
ematography and a reli¬ 
ably compelling star, The 
Book of Eli may just make 
a believer out of audiences 
yet.

Adapting a novel into a 
two-hour film is tricky busi¬ 
ness. Filmmakers can 
create calamity just as 
much by staying to true to 
the source material as they 
can with sweeping 
diversions from the book. 
The problem with Peter 
Jackson’s The Lovely Bones, 
based on Alice Sebold’s 
bestselling novel, is that 
it's too faithful. 

The core story of the film 

— 14-year-old Susie 
Salmon watches from be¬ 
yond the grave as her fami¬ 
ly copes with her murder 

— works just fine, and the 
three actors at the heart of 


it (Saoirse Ronan as Susie, 
Mark Wahlberg as her fa¬ 
ther and Stanley Tucci as 
her murderer) turn in out¬ 
standing performances, 
with Wahlberg possibly the 
best he’s been. 

It’s a shame the rest of 
the cast doesn’t have as 
much to do. 

Rachel Weisz’s suburban 
mother has so little to say 
or do that it’s hard to care 
when she buckles from 
grief and abandons her 
family. Susan Sarandon, as 
Susie’s chain-smoking, gin- 
soaked grandmother, 
seems flown in from anoth¬ 
er film entirely. Her whirl¬ 
wind “eccentric granny 
takes care of the kids” 
montage feels more in 
keeping with Running 
with Scissors. 

And poor Michael Impe- 
rioli’s detective has little 
more to do than give mean¬ 
ingful looks hinting at a 
much more fleshed-out 
subplot in the novel. 

But the core holds to¬

gether, with Susie learning 
to let go in a CGI-rich land¬ 
scape somewhere between 
life and death. 


Jackson paints some 
wonderfully surreal images 
as Susie comes to terms 
with her demise. A bit 


more of that, and a few less 
characters, and The Lovely 
Bones could have been 
much lovelier.

TuTuMuch an odd 
preteen study

review TuTuMuch is a very 
simple and sweet docu¬ 
mentary about nine young 
girls spending their sum¬ 
mer auditioning for a spot 
at the Royal Winnipeg Bal¬ 
let School. 

The movie is the third 
consecutive documentaiy 
about young girls studying 
ballet from director Elise 
Swerhorne. 

It’s an odd subject to fo¬ 
cus a career on, but Swer¬ 
horne clearly has a passion 
for the material and an 
ability to get her subjects 
to candidly open up on 
camera. 

With no clear central 
character the film can feel 
a little unfocused at times, 
but it does create an effec¬ 
tive study of the subject 
matter, even if it’s hard to 
say how wide the appeal 
will be. 

The film opens with nine 
young girls from around 
the world coming to a 
prestigious ballet school 
for a grueling summer- 
long audition process. 
Stern teachers talk about 


how painful their training 
must be while criticizing 
girls young enough to have 
braces that their necks just 
aren’t long enough to ever 
be dancers. 

It’s a very strange world 
to drop into for those unfa¬ 
miliar with it. The girls on¬ 
screen appear to love the 
experience, but from the 
outside it can seem a little 
unfairly strict and compet¬ 
itive for such young minds. 

For audiences familiar 
with ballet or active within 
the dance community, this 
film should be fascinating. 
As an outsider looking in 
the movie is definitely in¬ 
teresting, but is a little too 
unfocused to be com¬ 
pelling. 

Had the filmmakers fo¬ 
cused on a specific story it 
might have provided a 
clear emotional journey, 
but with so many girls giv¬ 
en the spotlight it can be 
hard to even keep track of 
who is who. Anyone think¬ 
ing of sending their chil¬ 
dren to a similar institu¬ 
tion should definitely 
watch TuTuMuch. As for 
everyone else, it simply de¬ 
pends on how much you 
love ballet and whether or 
not you can identify with 
preteen girls whose pri- 
maiy concern is whether 
they will dedicate the rest 
of their lives to dancing or 
horseback riding.

Brendan Fraser is best 
known as a tongue-in- 
cheek leading man who 
adds a much needed dose 
of humor to blockbusters 
like Journey To The Center 
Of The Earth and the recent 
Mummy series. 

But for all his one-liners 
and physical comedy, Fras¬ 
er is also an actor more 
than happy to take a seri¬ 
ous turn with the right 
role. The upcoming Ex¬ 
traordinary Measures is 
one such movie in which 
he plays the real life fig¬ 
ure of John Crowley, 
a successful busi¬ 
nessman who 
gave up his ca¬ 
reer to pursue a 
cure for the rare 
Pompe disease 
afflicting his chil¬ 
dren. 

“John Crowley’s 
story is remarkable,’ 
Fraser told Metro. “He mar¬ 
ried his high school sweet¬ 
heart, went to Harvard for 
an MBA, and then was told 
that two of his children 
were diagnosed with a very 
rare disease that would 
take their lives by the age

worship and saw him 
work, I admired him even 
more,” said Fraser. “He 
learned as much about the 
science behind the film as 
possible so that he would 
never condescend to the 
audience.

movie recently and was 
even adamant about know¬ 
ing exactly how to rip off a 
bank. I don’t want to know 
what sources he got for 
that one.” 

Extraordinary Measures 


was clearly a film of per¬ 
sonal importance for Fras¬ 
er and one that he is quite 
proud of. However, fans of 
his more mainstream fair 
shouldn’t be concerned 
that he’s abandoning 
blockbusters for drama. 


“Like Harrison, I like to 
work,” claimed Fraser. 
“Whether it’s high brow or 
low brow, I always learn 
something from the 
movies and enjoy my ca¬ 
reer.

Director Herzog lets Cage rip in new film

In 1972 he took us down 
river into the heart of 
darkness in Aguirre The 
Wrath of God; in 1982 ’s 
Fitzcaraldo, he hauled a 
massive steamboat over a 
mountain and in 2006 *s 
Rescue Dawn, he turned 
Christian Bale into an 
insect eating P.O.W. 

Now, celebrated German 
art house director Werner 
Herzog resurrects actor 
Nicolas Cage’s long lost 
edge in his berserkly enter¬ 
taining re-imagining of 
Abel Ferrara’s notorious 
1992 portrait of police cor¬ 
ruption and drug fuelled 
madness, Bad Lieutenant. 
Herzog’s Bad Lieutenant: 
Port of Call New Orleans — 
opening next week — sees 
Hollywood heavy hitter 
Cage starring as a neurotic 
cop whose various addic¬ 
tions are slowly getting the 
better of him. 

As he gets deeper en¬ 
twined in a confounding 
murder investigation, he 
rides off the rails, veering 
into chemically tweaked 
eccentricity with near op¬ 


eratic aplomb. 

“Nicolas’s performance 
is often like jazz,” says the 
67-year-old Herzog, whose 
celebrated documentaries, 
like 2005’s Grizzly Man, 
are as revered as his fea¬ 
tures. 

If any filmmaker alive 
understands how to essay 
bad behaviour on screen, 
it’s Werner Herzog. Fans of 
Herzog’s work are aware of 
his iconic and volatile 
working relationship with 
the late method actor Klaus 
Kinski, one of the most 
bizarre and fascinating of 
director/muse pairings in 
film history. It was that 
legacy that first attracted 
Cage to the role. 

“Werner has a high toler¬ 
ance for intensity,” Cage 


says. “He gave me the free¬ 
dom to experiment with 
my performance but also 
find the dark humour in 
the outrageousness of the 
characters behavior.” 

Part of Bad Lieutenant’s 
power also lies in the 
thick, sweaty atmosphere 
Herzog wrings out of the 
battered New Orleans lo¬ 
cales. 

But surprisingly, it was 
Cage who suggested they 
move the action essayed in 
William Finlcelstein’s 
screenplay to the Louisiana 
city which, to further the 
influence on Cage’s per¬ 
sona, is also the birthplace 
of jazz itself. 

“I’m pretty connected to 
New Orleans,” Cage ad¬ 
mits.

Oh, how far Jackie Chan 
has fallen. In his Hong 
Kong days, Chan was a 
legend. The man created 
slapstick kung fu and 
would write, direct and 
star in films in addition to 
doing his own stunts. 

But now the former ac¬ 
tion icon has been reduced 
to starring in The Spy Next 
Door, a completely dispos¬ 
able family action movie 
that makes Hulk Hogan ve¬ 
hicles like Mr. Nanny look 
like high art. Even the out- 
takes during the closing 
credits don’t live up to 
Chan’s usual outtalce stan¬ 
dards. His fans are sure to 
be disappointed. 

Jackie Chan stars as a se¬ 
cret agent posing as a sub¬ 
urban geek. By day he awk¬ 
wardly dates his single 
mother neighbour, but at 
night he tracks down the 
deadliest criminals in 
North America. 

In the opening scenes, 
Chan retires and hopes to 
settle down, but ends up 


facing his biggest chal¬ 
lenge yet (cue record 
scratching sound effect): 
Babysitting his girlfriend’s 
children. 

At first, the kids think 
he’s lame because he 
wears glasses, but there is 
always a chance that a few 
unexpected action scenes 
might change their minds. 
That concept may sound 
bad, but in execution it is 
somehow even worse. Af¬ 
ter all, this is the sort of 


movie that tries to pass off 
Billy Ray Cyrus as a wise¬ 
cracking comedy sidekick 
(yep, that’s true). 

There’s a chance that 
with enough sugaiy soda 
pumped into their system a 
few young children might 
find the movie funny. 

Parents, on the other 
hand, are guaranteed to be 
irritated and disgusted by 
what the filmmakers try to 
pass off as comedy. 

It has to be said that 


Chan is still surprisingly 
limber and capable of 
pulling off impressive 
physical gags and fights for 
a man who is 55 years old. 
But sadly, that’s the only 
positive comment to make 
about The Spy Next Door. 
This movie should justifi¬ 
ably vanish into obscurity 
almost instantly.

Almodovar at his best 


Broken Embraces

review At age 60 and with 
almost 20 films under his 
belt, Spanish troublemaker 
Pedro Almodovar still re¬ 
fuses to make movies that 
behave. 

His latest offering, the 
twisty, turny neo-noir Bro¬ 
ken Embraces is no excep¬ 
tion. The film tells the tale 
of a blind pulp fiction 
writer named Mateo (Lluis 
Homar), a haunted man 
who has seemingly with¬ 
drawn from life, save for 
the odd sexual encounter. 
After a visit from a mysteri¬ 
ous young filmmaker 
sends him into an emotion¬ 
al tailspin, another stoiy is 
then woven in flashback, 
drawing the action back a 
decade earlier, a time when

Mateo was a famous, al¬ 
most Almodovar-esque di¬ 
rector, worshipped by 
many, respected by all. Into 
his life comes a deranged 
millionaire (Jose Luis 
Gomez) and his gorgeous 
young wife Lena (Penelope 
Cruz), a meeting that sets 
forth a volatile chain 
events that references both 
the artifice of cinema and 
genuine human tragedy. To 
say any more would be to 
spoil the serpentine pic¬ 
ture’s delirious sting. 

Almodovar is one of 
those filmmakers that, 
even when his output is 
lukewarm (1995’s The 


Flower of My Secret imme¬ 
diately springs to mind) it’s 
usually heads, shoulders 
and other extremities 
above most director’s best 
work but rest assured Bro¬ 
ken Embraces is the maes¬ 
tro firing on all cylinders. 

As far as Cruz goes, her 
mainstream critics tend to 
cite the mostly lacklustre 
American films she ends 
up in (see Sahara, etc.), but 
to see her act in her native 
tongue, in her comfort 
zone, is always a treat and 
here, she’s a revelation. As 
the conflicted, deceitful 
and hopelessly love (and 
lust) struck Lena, Cruz 
owns eveiy frame she 
graces, delivering a lay¬ 
ered, textured and un¬ 
abashedly sensual perform¬ 
ance that ranks as one of 
the years best. 

Part hard-boiled mysteiy, 
part arch melodrama, part 
erotic thriller, Broken Em¬ 
braces is another Almod¬ 
ovar masterpiece, a colour¬ 
ful, emotional amalgam of 
the fluid, heart pumping 
Hollywood classics he so 
adores.

P hether it’s 
Denzel

alyptic lifestyle have re¬ 
cently been dominating 
movie screens. 

Perhaps it’s the reces¬ 
sion or the result of the 
anxious times we live in, 
but end-of-the-world sto¬ 
ries are all the rage, but 
they are not new. 


Whether it’s nuclear fall¬ 
out, an unexpected ice 
age or a zombie holocaust 
that brings about the end, 
filmmakers have peddled 
post apocalyptica for 
years.

Chow Yun-fat 
confident about 
Confucius 
biography 


Chinese cinema Hong Kong 
megastar Chow Yun-fat 
said Thursday that he was 
confident a biopic about 
the ancient Chinese 
philosopher Confucius can 
take on the hugely popular 
computer-graphics-laden, 
3-D Hollywood blockbuster 
Avatar. 

The 54-year-old actor, 
best known for his iconic 
gangster roles in Hong 
Kong cinema, donned 
scholarly robes to play the 
ancient sage in the $22- 
million US government- 
backed movie Confucius, 
which premieres in Bei¬ 
jing. 

Chow said he expected 
Confucius to put up a good 
fight against James 
Cameron’s science fiction 
fantasy Avatar, a global hit 
that raced to $4.8 million 
on its first day in China 
and is expected to earn 
more than 500 million 
yuan ($73 million) at the 
Chinese box office. 

“If the two films were 
shown at the same time, 
those who go to see Avatar 
will also go to see Confu¬ 
cius, and those who go to 
Confucius will also see 
Avatar,” Chow said at a

Reed’s voice work. 

In it the world has been 
destroyed and “legendaiy 
super-roclcer” Mole — 
whose record went “gold, 
platinum, and plutonium 
in one day” — tries to use a 
demonic code to rule 
what’s left of the world. 

With such a range of 
dystopian stories to mine 
it seems filmmakers could 
make post-apocalyptic 
movies until the end of 
the world comes for real.

Magician-tumed-filmmak- 
er Gary Yates* 2004 debut 
Seven Times Lucky was the 
trickiest movie ever to be 
set in Winnipeg — at least 
until the release of High 
Life, a twisty crime thriller 

adapted from Lee 
McDougall’s 
award-winning 
play. 

“I think (Win- 
nipeggers) get a 
kick out of it,” 
says the director, 
who moved to 
the city after be¬ 
ing born in Mon¬ 
treal. “It’s fun to 
see the place you 
live on screen.” 

McDougall’s 

dialogue-heavy drama 
about four drug-addicted 
parolees planning to rip 
off a series of ATMs does¬ 
n’t specify a setting, so 
Yates’ choice to shift the 
action to the ’Peg could be 
construed as an act of 
civic pride. 

But his other changes — 
including moving the ac¬ 
tion to the early ’80s — 
speak to something deep¬ 
er. 

“You forgive a lot more 
on stage,” says Yates, who 
fortuitously came across 
McDougall’s play while he 
was writing his own script 
about a heist gone wrong. 

“But I just couldn’t buy 
the idea that these guys — 
even if they were drug-ad¬ 


dled thieves — would be¬ 
lieve they could pull that 
scam off today. 

“In the early ’80s, (ATMs) 
were new, not as sophisti¬ 
cated, no computers. And 
then that opened up a 
whole new theme for me; I 
was able to make a movie 
about these guys who were 
hung over from the ’70s, 
tiying to deal with this 
fast, new, drive-thru gener¬ 
ation.” 

Even as he was reshap¬ 
ing the material, however, 
Yates says he felt a sense of 
responsibility towards Mc- 
Dougall’s characters. 

“For a play to be able to 
function with four guys 
just sitting on chairs for 
an hour, you know the 
characters had to be 
strong. They were perfect. 
So writing High Life was 
like writing a sequel and 
a prequel to the play, but 
the heart of the original 
is still right in there. I 
saw it as riffing — ex¬ 
panding where the guys 
came from, and also see¬ 
ing where they ended 
up.” 

And while it’s clear from 
High Life’s opening scenes 
that these ambitious but 
oblivious characters aren’t 
going to end up anywhere 
good, the film avoids con¬ 
descending to their plight. 

“I love all of my charac¬ 
ters and I always have,” 
Yates says. “I’ve made 
movies about losers, but I 
don’t judge them.”

1 1/2 oz (40 g) anchovies 
drained and roughly 
chopped 

1 garlic clove, roughly 
chopped 

1/2 tsp (2 ml) Dijon 
mustard 

4 tbsp (60 ml) olive oil 

1 tbsp (15 ml) lemon juice 

2 tbsp (25 ml) thick cream 
1 romaine lettuce, torn in¬ 
to bite-sized pieces 

4 tomatoes, cut into 
wedges 

1 avocado, diced 
1/4 cucumber, diced 

3 1/2 oz (100 g) Gouda 
cheese, diced 

3 1/2 oz (100 g) roast ham, 
diced 

METHOD: 

1. Put anchovy fillets, gar¬ 
lic, mustard, oil and 


lemon juice into food 
processor or blender. 

Blend until dressing is 
smooth, then add cream 
and blend again for just a 
few seconds. 

2. Put lettuce, tomatoes, 
avocado, cucumber, 
cheese and ham into large 
bowl and gently mix 
together. 

3. Lightly drizzle anchovy 
dressing over salad, season 
with black pepper and 
serve at once.
